ATLANTA STRIDES AHEAD 


The Atlanta area, which was 
forging ahead industrially during the 
years prior to 1929, suffered a less- 
ening of this expansion during the 
depression, but a recent report in- 
dicates that as recovery advances 
the section is swinging back into a 
substantial stride, on a sound basis 
for still greater achievements. 

In 1899 the value of products 
manufactured in Atlanta and Fulton 
county amounted to $20,049,000; 
30 years later, in 1929, this had 
increased to $215,223,672. Then 
came the depression, and the fig- 
ures for 1933 were $108,260,523. 
The value of manufactured prod- 
ucts was cut in half; labor, com- 
merce and industry suffered in pro- 
portion. 

Compilation of the values of 
manufactured products for 1935 ex- 
ceed $150,000,000, approximately 
$60,000,000 short of the record of 
1929, and considering the big in- 
crease during the past 11 months 
it is believed that the figures for 
4936 will show that the total for 
4929 will be equaled, if not ex- 
- ceeded. 

The increase in industrial activi- 
ties has been reflected in a big 
drop in unemployment, a mild 
boom in real estate and building, 
and increased trade in the city’s 
merchandise establishments. Atlan- 
ta is once more definitely on solid 
economic ground and all indications 
are that new records of business 
and industrial expansion will be set 
in 1937.

TOWNSEND PLAN EXPLODED 

The congressional committee ap- 
pointed during the last session to 
investigate the Townsend old-age 
pension fallacy, the exploitation of 
which had led thousands of aged 
people to believe the good, old doc- 
tor was going to see they would re- 
ceive $200 a month for the rest of 
their lives, issued a report last 
week saying that the plan is eco- 
nomically unworkable. 

That decision was reached by 
sound thinking persons” shortly

in this opinion by reports of the 
nation’s foremost economists and 


political scientists, but aged people 


and unthinking persons were in- 
trigued by the wave of propaganda 
and they poured their nickels, 
dimes and dollars into the Town- 
send treasury, and the more money 
that was collected the more pub- 
licity went out. 

A number of congressmen allied 
themselves with the movement and 
an. old-age pension bill was intro- 
duced, as a result of which this 
special committee was selected to 
investigate and report. It included 
congressmen who favored the bill 
as well as those who opposed it. 

The report declares that the pro- 
gram is controlled by Dr. Town- 
send, and that at any time it may 
be dissolved and its assets dis- 
tributed to the incorporators. That 


at least $1,000,000 has been col-| 
lected, of which Dr. Townsend has, 


received personally around §$52,- 
000, and R. E. Clements, 
founder, approximately $79,000; 
that for various reasons the Town- 
send scheme and the McGCGroarty 
measure which would enact it into 
law is ‘“‘economically unsound be- 
cause 10 per cent of the people 
would receive half the national in- 
come from the labor of the other 
90 per cent.” 

It would appear, therefore that 
Dr. Townsend’s old-age revolving 
pension is on the way to join the 
late Huey Long’s “share the 
wealth” scheme, Father Coughlin’s 
“National Union for Social Justice,” 
Upton Sinclair's “EPIC” and 
Lemke’s “Union party.”

CYPRUS IN THE NEWS AGAIN 


For more than 3,500 years the 
tight little island of Cyprus, in the 
eastern Mediterranean, has been in- 
termittently in the forefront of the 
news of the world as it played from 
time to time the role of unwilling 
host to the conquering garrisons of 
foreign rulers and acted as the mili- 
tary outpost of alien empires. 


Now it appears that it may soon 
again play its well-rehearsed role, 
although this time under more fa- 
vorable conditions. Under the Brit- 
ish flag since 1887, Cyprus has had 
for more than a half century a 
peaceful and quiet existence, but 
indications are now that because 
of the unsettled conditions in the 
Near East it may become the loca- 
tion of a great British naval and air 
force base. 


In a bulletin describing the vicis- 
Situdes through the ages of the 
Cypriots, the National Geographic 
Society points out that the entire 
history of Cyprus is “filled with 
war and conquest,” having in suc- 
cession Seen a part of the empires 
of Egypt, Assyria, Persia, Alexander 
the Great, Egypt once again, and 
Rome. It was under Roman domi- 
nation for 700 years and then fell 
into the hands of the Arabs for 
three centuries. 


The bulletin further comments: 


From the time when it was invaded 
and conquered about 1500 B. C. by 
an army of Thothmes III of Egypt— 
its first appearance in written his- 
tory—Cyprus has been a cross-roads 
for warring armies and fleets, a prize 
for rulers from outside its own 
boundaries. 

Tucked away in the far corner of 
the eastern Mediterranean, Cyprus is 
only 40 miles from Asia Minor on 
the north and 60 miles from Syria to 
the east. If one could fly high enough 
above it to’see it all at once, he would 
look down on an island about the 
size of Puerto Rico, shaped like a 
bull’s hide with a long tail extending 
eastward. 

Stretching east and west along the 
island one would see two mountain 
ranges, roughly parallel, with a large 
flat plain, the Mesaoria, between. Now 
only partly cultivated, its remainder 
desolate, the plain helps support an 
island population of 350,000. But in 
ancient times it hag been estimated, 
the entire plain was farmed and 
2,000,000 people lived on the island. 
Everywhere are remnants of Cyprus’ 
vanished glory—great Roman aque: 
ducts, remains of ancient cities, har- 
bor works half covered by sand, 
ruined churches, castles where Turk 
and Christian battled long ago. 

Under British rule, especially 
Since 1914 when it was formally an- 
nexed by Great Britain and became 
an important base for allied opera- 
tions Cyprus has prospered. Its 
population, largely of Greek and 
Turkish extraction, has nearly dou- 
bled, and far reaching reforms 
and improvements have been ef- 
fected in industry, agriculture, re- 
forestation, flood control and other 
improvements. The island was for- 
mally annexed by Great Britain in 
1914 when Turkey went to war 
against the allies. It became an im- 
portant base for allied military ac- 
tivities. 

Cyprus fairly reeks with history 
and legend, concerning which the 
bulletin says: 


It is mentioned in both the Odessey 
and Iliad, as well as the Bible. Dur- 
ing the Bronze Age, 2,000 years or 
more before the time of Christ, it had 
a large population and a distinct art 
and culture, with a prosperity based 
on its copper mines, still worked to- 
day. The name Cyprus may have 
been derived from “cyprius,’ the 
‘Latin word for copper, or vice versa. 


| It was the first country to be gor- 


/erned by a Christian ruler, a Roman 
| proconsul who was converted to Chris- 
itianit: by Paul and Barnabas during 
(a visit there. Most famous of the 
‘ancient Cypriots was Zeno, born 
about 336 B. C., who founded the 
famous Stoic school of philosophy. 

In succession Cyprus was a part 
of the empires of Egypt, Assyria, Per- 
| Sia, Alexander the Great, Egypt once 
|again, and Rome. For 700 years it 
| belonged to the Roman Empire of 
| the East, then suffered a series of 
Arab invasions that covered three 
centuries. 

When the British flag was raised 
in 1878; it was not the first time 
that Cyprus had been under British 
rule. Richard the Lion-Hearted, King 
of England. captured it on his way 
to a crusade, and was married to 
Berengaria, who was crowned Queen 
of England there. so far from home. 
But Richard sold Cyprus within a 
Year. and later rulers included the 
Knights Templars, the Venetian Re- 
| public and finally the Turks. They 
conquered it in 1571 and stayed 300 
years, 

Today Cyprus has a_ population 
about four-fifths Christian, one-fifth 
Moslem. Its soil is rich, and _ its 
peasant farmers raise olives, carob 
beans (used chiefly for fodder), grain, 


and grapes. Good native wines are 
made. Livestock, especially mules, is 
an important export item. Off the 
coast many Cypriots dive for sponges. 
Asbestos, which even in ancient times 
was made into a “cloth that was not 
harmed by fire,” is mined and ex- 
ported.

Japan and Germany. 


The radio brings us the pews, while 
we are traveling on the high seas, 
that Japan and Germany have formed 
a pact to combat Communism. To 
this pact Italy will presently adhere 


and probably also Hungary and a few 
other states. The curious part is that 
the German government and the Japa- 
nese government have stated explicit- 
ly that the pact is not directed against 
any &Btate but solely against the spsead 
of Communist doctrines and propa- 
ganda. This is nonsense of course. 
It takes no expert to see that such 
a pact, which has probabl® half a 
dozen secret military clauses, is direct- 
ed against Russia. 

Everybody in the world knows that 
if and when Germany feels herself 
strong enough, she will attack Mos- 
cow. Herr Hitler said so openly at 
the recent Nazi party congress in the 
city of Nurmberg. What interests us 
particularly is the fact that Japan 
now openly allies itself with the Reich. 
And the mystery is why this had to 
be announced to all the world. Whom 
do they intend to score? What ef- 
fect will this new alliance have in 
Britain? . 

Germany bas done her utmost re- 
cently to win British good will, yet 
she allies herself with the opponent 
whom Britain fears most. For what- 
ever Britain does at present in the 
line of armaments, everything is dic- 
tated by developments in the far east. 

The gigantic British naval campaign 
is not directed against Italy or France 
or Germany or Russia, but is a. safe- 
guard that is heing built against Nip- 
pon. The British Tories certainly are 
no friends of Russia, but German di- 
plomacy may yet drive Tories in the 
arms of Bolsheviks. 


I believe that the official publica- 
tion of the Germano-Japanese alliance 
at this moment, causing great disquie- 
tude in the world as it does, is a 
colossal blunder on the part of the 
Germans. Not the alliance itself, but 
the publication of the fact of its ex- 
istence.

HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 13.—Did you 
know. ... That Japan has a rigid 
censorship against movies containing 
promiscuous kissing and scenes _ un- 
complimentary to soldiers. . That 
anything—including Mae West at her 
worst—can get past the British Board 
oi Film Censors—except representa- 
tion of the Deity and living or recent- 
ly deceased royalty. ... That China 
has given a beating to nearly every 
studio in Hollywood because of the 
country’s objection to pictures por- 
traying its nationals—wifth the excep- 
tion of Charlie Chan. ... That Spain 
has forbidden all films featuring the 
current revolution. ... That Hungary 
dislikes pacifist film fare. . .. That, 
in Persia, the boot is on the other 
foot. .. . That Russia prohibits pic- 
tures produced by “capitalistic” coun- 
tries. ... That Canada would much 
rather bave pictures minus knife 
throwing and shooting. . . .

There are few films of European or 
Asiatic background that are not still- 
born, or, if they survive diplomatic 
interference, go forth to the world un- 
accompanied by trouble. Darryl Za- 
nuck had no sooner announced pro- 
duction plans of “The Siege of Al- 
cazar” than he received a severe pro- 
test from the Spanish government, 
threatening to ban the film from Span- 
ish and Mexican theaters. Zanuck 
wisely decided to shelve the movie. 

Paramount and China are on non- 
speaking terms because of the studio’s 
refusal to withdraw “The General 
Died at Dawn” from world release. As 
punishment, China has banned the en- 
tire Paramount product—which means 
studio of

M-G-M, with a production cost 
sheet of $40,000,000 a year—returns 
from the United States, $35,000, 
decided to take no chances in the 
foreign market with “The Good 
Earth.” JBefore the film was made, 
every incident was discussed and ap 
proved by representatives of the Chi- 
nese government. Severa: officials 
made the pay roll as technical ad- 
visers. 

Sam Goldwyn, wise in the ways of 
foreign interference, refused first offer 
for “Idiot’s Delight,” the Broadway 
hit starring Alfred Lunt and Lynn 
Fontanne, following a visit from Ital- 
ian Consul Ernesto Arrighi. In its 
present state, the film depicts Mus- 
solini’s soldiers and flying officers in 
an unfriendly light. M-G-M bought 
the play and hopes to succeed where 
Sinclair Lewis’ “It Can’t Happen 
Here” failed—shelved because of Ital- 
ian-German objections. 

“Green Pastures,” originally banned 
in England because of picturization 
of the Deity, reached the British rub- 
lic following the boosting ot the Duke 
of Kent, who witnessed it privately. 

“A Tale of Two Cities” was banned 
in Hungary--but_ reinstated’ when 
scenes of the starving revolution pop- 
ulace were deleted. Also the pacifist 
picture, “Lost Patrol,” starring Vic- 
tor McLaglen. Paris refused this film 
but released it later because the the- 
ater had no other film on hand. It 
ran 17 weeks. 

“Forty Days of Musa Dagh” did 
not progress beyond M-G-M’s sound 
stages as a result of Turkey’s vigorous 
protest against rehashing Turkish- 
Armenian atrocities. There are only 
about 100 motion picture theaters in 
Turkey, but she is befriended by Eng- 
land, and England is where Hollywood 
makes most of the profit on its films. 

“Robin Hood of El Dorado” was 
okayed in Toronto, Canada, but not 
until treated to censorship shears. 

Mexico is a stickler for authenticity 
and the government objected to “Viva 
Villa,” asserting Villa was a _ tee- 
totaler, despite the imagination of 
the script writer. “The Gay Despera- 
do,’ in which Mexicans are depicted 
as bandits, a la American style, was 
not objected to because the characieérs 
were gay and had sense to live lux- 
uriously. Mexicans hate pictures show- 
ing nationals poor or squalid.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


The other day we quoted the five 
recommendations made by the League 
of Nations health committe on nu- 
trition (from report on the physiologi- 
cal bases of nutrition, distributed by 
World Peace Foundation, namely— 

1. Simple diet, if it includes pro- 
tective foods, is satisfactory, but va- 
riety tends to safety, always provided 
the protective foods (milk, fresh 


fruits, fresh vegetables, eggs) are in- 
cluded. 


2. Milling deprives white flour of 
important nutritive elements. Hence 
use of lightly milled or entire cereal 
grains should be encouraged. (I have 
a monograph on “Wheat to Eat” for 
any correspondent who sends for it, 
enclosing stamped, addressed enrel- 


ope. 

3. Milk should be the main part 
of diet at all ages. . 

4. Fresh vegetables and fruits in- 
dispensable in normal diet. 

5. Extra vitamin D must be pro- 
vided whenever or wherever sunshing 
is not abundant. 

For quite a spell now I have let 
you folks off with a minimum of vita- 
min physiology. But on the off- 
chance that there may be a handful 
of readers who do not think they know 
more than I do about this, I venture 
to comment on the League health com- 
mittee’s recommendations. 

Most people must get their vitamin 

in medicinal form if at all. No 
natural food contains enough vitamin 
D to meet the requirements. 

Milk, cream, butter and egg yolk 
are practically the only natural foods 
containing vitamin D, and the amounts 
available in these foods in the ordi- 
nary diet are not sufficient to prevent 
deficiency disease. How much vita- 
min D an individual must obtain daily 
to insure good health is not definitely 
known. but authorities seem to agree 
that the young infant requires 1,000 
to 3,000 units of vitamin D daily to 
prevent rickets. Children and adoles- 
cents probably require the same mini- 
mum daily ration to insure normal 
growth and to promote sound teeth. 

A teaspoonful of fish liver oil con- 


tains approximately 300 units of vita- | 


min Two tablets of irradiated 
yeast contain apnroximately 1,000 
units of vitamin D. as well as the 
usual amounts of vitamins B and G 
in the selected dried yeast used for 
medicinal purposes. Various synthetic 
vitamin D concentrates (produced by 
irradiating sterols) deliver 250 to 300 
units of vitamin D per drop.

The news item read 
as follows: 

: Wireless to The New York Times. 


PORT MORESBY, British New Guinea, Nov. 24.-—So many 
deaths have been caused by native football in New Guinea that 
the leading chief has asked the authorities to discuss the sit- 
uation with the native council. - | 

: The prohibition of tribal warfare had left the warriors 
without recreation. The authorities introduced football, but 
became perturbed by the casualties. A match played at Rabaul 
began with the orthodox number of players, but after 30 min- 
utes the number had increased to 57, and a dozen warriors were 
left lying injured. The police found seven players armed with 
knives, 17 with broken bottles, nine with razor blades and 
the rest with stone clubheads, six-inch nails and short sticks 
with sharpened points. 


It was not so many years ago it was possible to get some 
action approximating that in the good old United States of 
America. | 

Most of the old-time football players can, and will, tell 
you about visits to other towns for games in which the climax 
was a grand free-for-all or a footrace out of town with stones, 
bricks and other material classified generally as Irish confetti 
following one very closely indeed. 

When organized sport began to invade sections that had 
never known it before, there were some perfectly horrendous 
times. The people took the’ game quite seriously indeed and 
were inclined to make a personal matter of the same. 

The students might be on the sideline chanting a newly- 
learned yell or so. But papa and brother, on the sideline, were 
fingering their whittling knives and nervously picking up a hard 
rock or so and maybe running on the field, harboring malice. 


IN EAST TENN-O-SEE 


When they finally abandoned the Little Red Schoolhouse 
idea in East Tenn-O-See and went in for large schools and 
games, the sports missionaries who first went into the moun- 
tains were not always kindly received. | 

At Athens, Tenn-O-See, one year a visiting centerfielder 
was kept in something of a tremor by a gentleman far out be- 
hind him who kept shooting a shotgun. 

The visiting team in many other towns had to fin- 

ish up with enough reserve strength to run at least as 

far as the hotel or the railroad station, or perhaps all 

the way home. 

Those were the days of rugged individualism and if you 
think football officiating has not improved since those days 
you are wrong. 


THE DEDICATION. 


I recall the dedication of a high school athletic field at an 
east Tennessee town some 35 miles out of the city of Chat- 
tanooga. 

The town still is noted for its independence of 
spirit; for its high homicide rate and for the fine corn 
liquor made in the hills about it. 

The railroad was, and I suppose still is, 12 miles away 
from this town, which was the county seat. We made the 12 
miles in a truck. 

The schoolhouse was new, its brick testifying to 
that fact. And the coach of the first football team in 
the school’s history had played at the state university. 
The agreement was he could play with his team at quar- 

terback. 


THE CORN FIELD. 


The game was the first football game in the history of the 
city. 

The field was laid out in an old corn field which had 
been gone unplowed that summer. But the old furrows 
were there, not so deep but still there. And there were 
large stones about the size of Primo Carnera’s fist lying 
het and there, half buried in the soil. And there were, 
actually, a few forlorn old stubs of stalks near the edges. 

It didn’t help any that the field was laid of with quick lime. 
That was discovered later. It burns. | 

Football, I suppose, must appear to the untutored 
eye, very much like a fight. In fact an old mountaineer, 
asked for a description of his first tootball game, said: 
“Two lines of boys lined up. One little feller bent down 

behind one of them that was lined up and said something. And 
whatever he said started a whale of a fight.” 
Well, anyhow, we got going. The game was pretty tough

The abdication of King Edward VIII, 
considering the immense shock it has 
given to England and the entire 
British empire, has been singularly

There has been one rumor, which 
was given expression in the historic 
debate in the house of commons last 
Thursday by the Scottish Communist 
Gallacher, who said: “Every member 
of the cabinet knows that the social 
set of *Irs. Simpson was closely iden- 
tified with a certain foreign govern- 
ment and the ambassador of that gov- 
ernment.”’ 

This remark was drowned out in 
cries of “No! No!” from all parts of 
the house. 

Gallacher was referring to rumors 
that Mrs. Simpson was friendly, in- 
deed too friendly, with certain Ger- 
mans and had been persuading King 
Edward to lean unduly : that direc- 
tion to the embarrassment and an- 
noyance of the British government. 
In well-informed circles it is also be- 
lieved these rumors do not stand up.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—(P)—A 
report by the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue showed today 52 Georgians 
paid taxes last year on 1934 incomes 
of more than $50,000. 

The highest income taxed by the bu- 
reau in Georgia were three between 
$150,000 and $200,000, the levies to- 
taling $209,000. The names of the tax- 
payers were withheld in compliance 
with the treasury's policy of keeping 
tax returns confidential. 

Six persons were taxed on incomes 
from $100,000 to $150,000, four from 
$90,000 to $100,000, seven from $80,- 
000 to $90,000, five from $70,000 to 
$80,000, 14 from $60,000 to $70,000 
and 13 from $50,000 to $60,000. 

Altogether, 38,137 Georgians paid 
$3,104,301 in taxes on 1934 incomes 
totaling $122,612,284. This represent- 
ed a sharp increase over the preceding 
year's 32,299 taxpayers whose levy 
was $2.062.780 on aggregate incomes 
of $94,892,882. 

The report said the 38,137 persons 
filing returns represented 1.17 per 
cent of the population, compared to 
the national average of 3.22 per cent. 

The average income on which taxes 
were paid in Georgia was $3,215.05 
and the average tax $81.40. 

There were 9,073 single men who 
paid taxes on 1934 income, 2,584 of 
them heads of families. Single women 
totaled 6,056 and 1.945 reported they 
were heads of families.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—(7)~ 
For those who like a good, safe bet, 
tomorrow’s presidential election of- 
fers opportunity. 

The electoral college’s 531 members 
will meet in their respective state 
capitals to ballot on Franklin J. 
Roosevelt and Alfred M. Landon. If 
custom—violated only once—js _fal- 
lowed, Mr. Roosevelt should get 523 
votes to eight for the Republican 
nominee. 

The eve of the electoral college vot- 
ing found the machinery set for a 
smooth runoff, with a single minor ex- 
ception.
